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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


Is  Not  This  the  Spirit  of 
Hampden-Sydney  ? 

IN  THE  April,  1941,  issue  of  the  Record,  comment  was 
made  on  the  courage  showed  by  Dr.  J-  Leighton  Stuart, 
'96,  President  of  Yenching  University,  Peking,  China,  on  the 
occasion  of  the  Japanese  occupation  of 
Peking  in  1938.  Dr.  Stuart  refused 
to  do  the  bidding  of  the  Japanese  in- 
vaders. He  was  told  by  them  to  hoist 
the  flag  of  the  puppet  government  set 
up  by  the  invaders  and  was  directed 
to  call  on  the  local  Japanese  garrison 
and  give  his  personal  thanks  for  the 
occupation,  This,  he  refused  to  do  and 
the  United  States  flag  continued  to  fly 
over  the  campus  of  Yenching  LTniver- 
sity.  It  seems  that  he  was  also  ordered 
to  mobilize  the  teachers  and  students 
in  parades  proclaiming  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Chinese  in  being  held  captives 
by  the  Japanese.  At  this  time,  the 
United  States  and  Japan  were  at 
peace  and  for  the  most  part,  Dr. 
Stuart  was  not  molested  and  con- 
tinued on  with  his  work  until  the 
Japanese  made  their  perfidious  and 
treacherous  attack  on  December  7, 
1 94 1.  After  this  the  LIniversity  was 
looted  and  Dr.  Stuart  and  his  faculty 
were  made  prisoners  and  subjected  to 
the  third  degree ;  but  Dr.  Stuart  re- 
mained unshaken  and  unyielding. 

There  appeared  in  the  New  "V'ork 
Evening  Sun   of    May   26,    1942,    an 

article  by  Lemuel  F.  Parton,  which  is  so  well  expressed,  so 
well  put  and  so  much  to  the  point  that  it  is  quoted  in  full. 
An  alumnus,  a  classmate  of  Dr.  Stuart,  who  read  this  article, 
writes :  "These  men  of  God  are  not  backing  down  for  any- 
body an^^vhere.  It  is  the  spirit  of  Ridley  and  of  Latimer. 
Is  it  not  the  spirit  of  Hampden-Sydney?" 

The  article  follows : 

"Via  Chungking  comes  word  that  Dr.  John  Leighton 
Stuart,  66-year-old  president  of  the  American-endowed  Yen- 
ching University  at  Peking  has  been  imprisoned  by  the  Japa- 
nese, and,  with  others  of  the  faculty  and  student  body,  sub- 
jected to  the  third  degree.  The  LIniversity  has  been  looted 
of  books  and  laboratory  equipment. 

"In  June,  1938,  Dr.  Stuart  received  an  order  from  the 
invading  Japanese  to  mobilize  teachers  and  students  in  pa- 
rades and  mass  demonstrations  proclaiming  the  loyalty  and 
affection  of  the  Chinese  for  their  captors.    He  is  a  precise 
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and  methodical  man,  and  replied  immediately  and  formally 
as  follows : 

"  'We  are  refusing  to  comply  with  these  orders  on  the 

basis  that  a  higher  educational  institution  has  no  right  nor 

means  of  compelling  its  students  to  engage  in  political  activity.' 

"Dr.  Stuart,  Presbyterian  missionary  in  China  since  1905, 

scholar  and  linguist,  is  the  author  of 

a  long  commentary  on  the  Apocalypse 

in  Chinese.    Since  1923  he  has  been 

in   a  similar  apocalyptic  mood   about 

the   Japanese  outreach   on   the  Asian 

Mainland,    repeating   these   warnings 

on  his  visits  here  in  1928  and   1930. 

"The  Japanese  need  not  pluck  daisy 
petals  to  know  he  loves  them  not. 
Frequently,  since  the  seizure  of  north- 
ern China,  he  has  had  many  oppor- 
tunities to  leave,  and  has  been  urged 
to  do  so.  He  has  a  faculty  of  ninety- 
six  instructors,  only  eleven  of  whom 
are  Chinese,  the  others  being  Amer- 
ican, Scotch  and  English.  They  and 
their  students  stayed  on  with  him  to 
the  last.  Their  arrest  and  third  de- 
gree caught  only  ax'ew  lines  in  the 
newspapers.  Probably  nothing  will 
ever  be  named  after  iV'-./.  but  Dr. 
Stuart's  reply  to  the  Japanese  in  1938 
might  some  day  find  a  place  on  the 
entrance  arch  of  a  new  university 
dedicated  to  academic  freedom. 

"He   was   born   in    Hangchow,   of 
American    parents,    and    educated    at 
Hampden-Sydney   College,    Virginia. 
In  China  he  engaged  in  teaching  and 
missionary   work   until    he    became    president    of    Yenching 
LTniversity  in  1919.    His  writings  include  a  Greek-Chinese- 
English  dictionary  of  the  New  Testament." 

Important  Work  Done  by  Dr.  Eggleston 

THE  Hampden-Sydney  Magazine  first  appeared  in  1859, 
ran  through  i860  and  then  was  suspended.  It  was  re- 
vived in  1883  and  its  publication  has  continued  up  to  the 
present  time.  The  Kaleidoscope,  the  College  annual,  was 
first  published  in  1893.  This,  too,  has  continued  without 
interruption  to  the  present  time,  except  for  one  or  two  years 
when  the  attendance  of  the  College  had  reached  its  lowest 
ebb.  The  Alumni  Record  has  now  been  continuously  pub- 
lished for  sixteen  years. 
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All  of  these  publications  contain  val Liable  articles,  especially 
with  reference  to  the  history  of  the  College.  The  magazine 
for  many  years  was  our  only  publication  and  had  as  its  con- 
tributors members  of  the  faculty  and  capable  writers  among 
the  students.  It,  therefore,  received  the  undivided  attention 
of  those  of  a  literary  bent.  After  the  Kaleidoscope  was 
founded,  there  was  a  somewhat  divided  allegiance,  but 
articles  of  great  merit  continued  to  appear  in  both  publica- 
tions. Since  the  Tiger,  the  weekly,  was  established,  both  the 
magazine  and  the  Kaleidoscope  have  suffered,  but  they  still 
contain  information  of  value.  The  Alumni  Record  since  its 
inauguration  has  become  a  storehouse  of  information  pertain- 
ing to  the  College  and  former  students. 

Unfortunately,  there  was  nothing  like  a  general  index  to 
any  of  these  publications.  Dr.  J.  D.  Eggleston,  recognizing 
the  need  of  such  an  index,  has  with  the  most  painstaking  and 
discriminating  care,  abounding  interest  and  energy,  made  it 
his  especial  charge  to  do  this  work.  He  has  completed  the 
index  to  the  Hainpden-Si'dney  Magazine  for  1859  and  i860 
and  the  bound  volume  is  now  in  the  Library.  He  also  has 
indexed  the  magazine  from  1883  to  1938,  which  covers  all 
the  complete  volumes.  Moreover,  he  has  indexed  the  Alumni 
Record  from  the  first  issue  in  October,  1926,  to  date.  These 
are  being  copied  and  bound  to  be  placed  in  the  College  Li- 
brary. The  cross  index  system  has  been  used  which  makes 
the  work  still  more  valuable. 

Dr.  Eggleston  has  rendered  a  tremendous  service.  By  his 
interest,  energy,  and  hard  work,  through  these  indexes,  valu- 
able information  has  become  readily  accessible.  As  has  been 
said,  these  indexes  unlock  great  quantities  of  very  valuable 
material,  and  make  it  instantly  available.  Only  one  who  has 
had  experience  in  this  line  can  appreciate  the  amount  of  work 
which  the  making  of  such  an  index  requires.  The  College 
owes  Dr.  Eggleston  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  this  service. 

Hampden-Gydney,  as  Usual,  to  the  Fore 

HAMPl^EN-SYDNEY  has  a  way  of  playing  a  part  in 
great'^events  far  out  of  proportion  to  what  might  be 
expected  from  an  institution  of  its  size.  It  has  always  been 
so  since  the  College  came  into  being  just  six  months  earlier 
than  the  nation  had  its  birth.  Just  now,  through  Lieutenant 
Commander  David  Albert  Hurt,  commanding  the  submarine 
"Perch,"  it  has  contributed  a  gallant  officer  to  the  cause  of 
liberty  when  he  went  down  with  his  ship  in  the  battle  of 
Java  Sea. 

Ensign  Jack  Manch  was  one  of  the  chosen  few  who  en- 
joyed the  privilege  of  dropping  bombs  on  Tokyo  and  other 
Japanese  cities,  being  of  the  squadron  led  by  General  Doo- 
little  on  that  unheralded  visit  to  the  land  of  the  Rising  Sun. 
Then,  there  is  Dr.  J.  Leighton  Stuart,  President  of  "^'en- 
ching  LTniversity,  who,  by  his  heroic  stand  under  the  threats 
and  persecution  of  the  Japanese  when  they  took  possession  of 
his  Institution  in  Peking,  upheld  so  gallantly  the  principles 
on  which  this  College  was  founded.  He  is  a  worthy  suc- 
cessor of  those  two  great  British  patriots  and  champions  of 
liberty,  John  Hampden  and  Algernon  Sydney,  from  whom 
the  College  takes  its  name.  Moreover,  John  Neville  Ammen, 
Ensign,  took  part  in  the  victorious  sea  engagement  at  Mid- 
way. 

Many  others  of  Hampden-Sydney 's  sons  will  be  heard 
from  before  this  titanic  struggle  for  survival  comes  to  a 
weary  but  triumphant  end. 


An  "Awfully"  Nice  Word 

IT  IS  to  be  doubted  whether  any  adjective  in  the  English 
language — or  for  that  matter  in  any  language — is  put  to 
more  constant  use  in  conversation  than  the  word  "nice." 
As  now  used,  it  leaves  at  a  remote  distance  its  original  mean- 
ing which  was  "not  to  know — to  be  ignorant."  If  one  will 
pause  and  reflect,  he  will  at  once  see  that  the  four  letters 
forming  this  word  constitute  a  structure,  which,  if  a  material 
substance,  would  be  subjected  to  such  severe  strain  that  it 
must  needs  collapse.  Or  better  still,  listen  to  any  casual  con- 
versation and  see  how  frequently  the  word  is  used.  It  is  ap- 
plied indiscriminately  to  man  or  beast,  the  animate  and  in- 
animate, the  concrete  and  abstract.  In  fact,  it  is  a  word  of 
almost  universal  application.  Examples  could  be  multitu- 
dinous, but  the  following  will  suffice — A  nice  girl  with  a  nice 
complexion,  nice  voice,  nice  walk,  nice  manner,  nice  eyes, 
nice  hair  has  just  had  a  nice  wedding  followed  by  a  nice 
trip.  There  were  many  nice  people  at  the  wedding,  many 
nice  presents  received,  nice  entertainments  given  in  honor  of 
the  bride  and  incidently — in  all  probability — someone  will 
saj'  she  married  a  nice  man.  L^pon  their  return  they  will 
occupy  a  nice  house,  in  a  nice  section  of  the  town  with  a  nice 
view  of  the  river. 

The  word  is  used  to  describe  thoughts  and  actions,  books, 
music,  plays,  speeches  and  almost  every  conceivable  object, 
animate  or  inanimate,  tangible  or  intangible,  abstract  or  con- 
crete. Moreover,  it  can  mean  much  or  little,  according  to  the 
wish  of  the  speaker.  But  it  is  always  intended  to  mean  some- 
thing more  than  the  average,  something  better  than  the 
ordinary,  something  which  is  pleasant  and  agreeable.  It  is 
comprehensive  and,  therefore,  its  use  is  not  confined  to  nar- 
row or  definite  limits,  yet  it  conveys  the  idea  the  speaker 
desires  and  that  which  the  hearer  readily  understands.  Fre- 
quently it  is  modified  or  qualified  by  another  word  which 
has  come  a  long  way  from  its  original  meaning.  Often  it  has 
the  adverb  "awfully"  placed  in  front  of  it,  denoting  a  high 
degree  of  "niceness." 

It  is  difficult  to  see  what  one  would  do  if  he  should  sud- 
denly find  his  tongue  so  tied  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  pro- 
nounce this  word,  or  should  the  word  in  some  way  be  blotted 
out  of  the  dictionary.  Even  in  this  brief  comment,  the  writer 
finds  himself  about  to  prove  the  point  by  unconsciously  say- 
ing, "Yes,  it  is  a  nice  word." 

The  Record  Completes  Its 
Sixteenth  Volume 

WITH  this  issue  the  Record  completes  its  i6th  volume. 
The  first  appearance  was  in  October,  1926,  after  the 
sesqui-centennial  celebration  in  June  of  that  year;  and  being 
a  quarterly,  there  followed  issues  in  January,  April,  and 
July.  Since  the  founding  by  Dr.  Charles  W.  Dabne\'  it  has 
never  failed  to  come  from  the  Alumni  office  each  quarter. 
Apparenth'  it  has  met  with  the  approval  of  the  Alumni. 
Throughout,  it  has  been  the  endeavor  of  the  Record  to 
keep  the  College  before  the  Alumni  and  likewise  as  far  as 
possible  to  follow  them,  their  work  and  achievements,  wher- 
ever they  may  be  found.  A  further  object  is  to  keep  the 
Alumni  in  touch  with  one  another.  Naturally,  it  has  proved 
difficult  to  maintain  contact  with  many  former  students  who 
are  much  on  the  move.    But  such  sources  as  are  available  are 
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resorted   to   to   ascertain   their   whereabouts    and   what   they 
may  be  doing. 

Again  the  Editors  wish  to  say  that  the  Record  is  the  organ 
of  the  Alumni  through  whose  cohmins  they  have  an  oppor- 
tunity and  the  right  to  be  heard.  To  them,  the  Editors  de- 
sire to  say  that,  if  the  publication  meets  with  their  approval, 
our  services  freely  given,  by  that  approval,  receive  ample  re- 
ward and  the  work  becomes  a  pleasure. 


Dr.  James  Edward  Allen  Retires 
from  Active  Work 

THROUGH  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Donald  L.  Cork,  we 
learn  that  the  State  Board  of  Education  of  West  Vir- 
ginia has  announced  that  Doctor  James  Edward  Allen,  of 
the  Class  of  l8g8,  will  become  President  Emeritus  of  Mar- 
shall College  on  August  i,  1942. 

Dr.  Allen  is  the  son  of  Dr.  P.  W.  Allen,  of  \'irginia,  and 
was  born  June  13,  1876.  After  graduating  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  and  finishing  his  course  at  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  Dr.  Allen  devoted  his  life  to  teaching,  most  of 
it  in  West  Virginia. 

For  a  time  he  was  Professor  of  Languages  at  Davis  and 
Elkins  College  ;  later  he  was  elected  President  of  that  institu- 
tion, and  rendered  able  and  valuable  service  in  that  position. 
Since  July  i,  1935,  he  has  been  President  of  Marshall  Col- 
lege, where  he  has  served  with  his  usual  fidelity  and  energy. 
Strangely  enough,  the  Charleston  Daily  Mail  refers  to  him 
as  a  "veteran  educator"  and  speaks  of  him  as  now  being  on 
"the  inactive  list";  but  we  suggest  that  in  his  case  veteran 
does  not  mean  old.  and  inactive  does  not  denote  doiny 
nothing. 

He  has  worked  hard  and  deserves  a  rest,  and  The  Record 
wishes  him  health  and  happiness. 


An  Appreciated  Gift  from  a 
Distinguished  Alumnus 

DR.  WILLIS  H.  BOCOCK,  1884,  was  professor  of 
Greek  and  French  at  Hampden-Sydney  College  for 
three  sessions  {1886-89),  and  since  then  has  been  professor 
of  Greek  at  the  University  of  Georgia.  During  a  life  of 
successful  teaching  and  creative  scholarship,  he  has  found 
time  to  assemble  a  very  inclusive  collection  of  Pliny  material, 
all  of  it  valuable  and  much  of  it — editions  like  those  of  Keil, 
Kraut  and  Mayor — out  of  print  and  now  almost  unobtain- 
able. 

This  whole  rare  collection,  Dr.  Bocock  has  presented  to 
the  Library  of  his  alma  mater  and  along  with  it  he  has  sent 
Cornelius  Nepos.  Juvenal  and  Persius  (each  containing  an 
Index  Verborum),  a  volume  of  Latin  Grammarians  (1605), 
files  of  the  American  Journal  of  Philology  and  Foreign 
Affairs,  and  The  Proceedings  of  the  LTniversity  of  Georgia 
Institute  of  Foreign  Affairs  for  1933. 

Parts  of  this  gift  replace  material  destroyed  by  our  fire, 
and  the  Pliny  collection  provides  material  which  the  College 
Library  has  never  had  and  could  not  have  obtained  from 
any  other  source.  For  this  gift,  the  officials  of  the  College 
are  sincerely  grateful  to  the  distinguished  scholar  and  loyal 
alumnus. 


The  Dabney  Family  as  a  Continuing 
Educational  Force 

THE  late  Dr.  Robert  Lewis  Dabney,  of  the  Class  of  1840, 
was  probably  the  South's  most  distinguished  theologian 
and  was  one  of  the  ablest  preachers  and  teachers  of  the  19th 
century  in  the  L^nited  States.  His  son.  Dr.  Charles  William 
Dabney,  '73 — scholar,  author,  imiversity  president,  and  man 
of  affairs — has  been  for  years  a  potent  force  and  active  leader 
in  educational  circles  in  this  country.  The  daughter  of  the 
latter,  Mrs.  Mary  Moore  Dabney  Thomson,  is  carrying  on 
the  family  tradition  of  service  to  the  young. 

After  being  active  in  civic  and  religious  affairs  in  Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio,  and,  after  having  brought  up  a  family  of  five 
children  of  whom  four  stalwart  sons  are  in  active  life,  Mrs. 
Thomson  has  assumed  the  presidency  of  Western  College, 
Ohio,  a  widely  recognized  college  for  young  women.  For 
seven  years,  Mrs.  Thomson  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Western  College;  a  year  or  more  ago,  a  vacancy 
having  occurred,  Mrs.  Thomson  consented  to  act  as  president 
for  a  year.  In  February  last  she  was  offered  and  accepted 
the  position  of  president,  thus  becoming  the  seventh  executive 
of  the  institution  founded  in  1853. 

The  inaugural  exercises  were  held  May  30,  1942,  with  all 
the  ceremony  usual  on  such  occasions.  Ninety-two  colleges 
and  universities  and  learned  societies  and  associations  were 
represented  in  the  academic  procession ;  there  were  a  reception 
for  guests  and  friends,  a  luncheon  for  invited  officials,  and 
a  college  play. 

The  principal  address  was  delivered  by  Miss  Mary  E. 
Woolley,  president  emeritus  of  Mt.  Holyoke  College  and 
representative  of  the  United  Chapters  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa ; 
her  subject  was,  "And  in  Today  Already  Walks  Tomorrow." 
Mrs.  Thomson's  inaugural  address  was  appropriate  and  able. 

Some  unique  incidents  marked  this  inaugural  occasion : 
Old  Mammy  Sally,  who  nursed  all  of  Dr.  C?iarles  W.  Dab- 
ney's  children  and  all  of  J\Irs.  Thomson's,  sat  right  up  in  the 
front  row;  Mrs.  Katherine  Dabney  Ingle,  A.  JS/.f  Dean  of 
Women  in  the  University  of  Cincinnati  and  sister  of  Presi- 
dent Thomson,  was  one  of  the  speakers,  and  the  invocation 
was  offered  by  Dr.  Charles  William  Dabney,  who  with 
parental  fervor  invoked  God's  blessing  upon  "the  President 
of  the  College  and  upon  all  who  here  direct  and  teach." 

Thus,  "a  woman  of  broad  culture,  liberal  education  and 
sturdy  personality"  carries  on  the  torch  of  learning  so  ably 
borne  by  grandfather  and  father.  That  abundant  success 
may  be  hers  is  the  sincere  hope  of  Hampden-Sydney,  college 
of  her  forebears. 


A  New  Member  of  Our  Faculty 

The  Rev.  C.  F.  McRae  has  been  appointed  professor  of 
German  and  assistant  professor  of  Bible  in  Hampden-Sydney 
College.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Davidson  College  of  the  Class 
of  1928  and  holds  from  Union  Theological  Seminary  the 
B.  D.  and  Th.  M.  degrees.  Following  his  seminary  course, 
he  spent  a  year  abroad  at  Tubingen,  (jermany.  Since  his  re- 
turn to  this  country  Mr.  McRae  has  been  pastor  of  the  First 
Presbyterian  Church  at  Tuscumbia,  Ala.,  and,  for  one  year, 
professor  of  Bible  at  King  College  at  Bristol.

Dhar  Alumnus: 

I  thought  our  commencement  this  year  was  of  an  un- 
usually high  order.  In  spite  of  transportation  problems, 
the  exercises  were  well  attended.  Both  Governor  Darden 
and  Dr.  Thomas  wrote  very  graciously  of  their  experience 
at  the  college.  The  alumni  limcheon  on  the  lawn  in  front  of 
Venable  presented  about  as  an  attractive  sight  as  one  could 
wish.  It  was  attended  not  only  by  the  alumni  but  also  by  the 
audience  of  the  morning. 

Our  first  Summer  Session  at  Hampden-Sydney  opened  on 
Monday,  the  15th  of  June.  The  enrollment  was  78.  All  of 
the  students  were  upper  classmen.  We  feel  that  it  is  much 
better  to  have  only  old  men.  Scarcely  any  freshmen  men- 
tioned the  Summer  Session. 

Nearly  all  of  the  faculty  are  on  hand  and  at  work.  We 
have  lost  temporarily  to  the  Service,  Professors  Philip  Ropp, 
Emmet  Elliott  and  Librarian  P.  L.  Grier.  While  we  feel  the 
loss  of  these  good  men  keenly,  their  work  in  large  measure 
will  be  absorbed  by  the  rest  of  the  faculty. 

I  am  glad  to  announce  that  we  have  secured  the  services  of 
Professor  Charles  F.  McRae.  He  will  teach  Bible  and  Ger- 
man.   Professor  McRae  comes  to  us  from  King  College. 

Of  course,  we  are  feeling  the  effects  of  the  war.  You  will 
be  glad  to  know  that  in  spite  of  many  unusual  and  difficult 
problems  we  closed  the  fiscal  year  with  no  deficit.  Certain 
unlooked  for  aid  is  what  helped  us  greatly  in  the  vital  matter 
of  finance.         r 

The  future  remains  clouded  and  uncertain.  I  suppose  the 
educatio(T.>T  world  is  about  as  much  affected  as  any  other. 
We  are  doing  our  level  best  to  work  with  the  government 
in  its  hour  of  trial  by  accelerating  the  educational  program, 
and  by  preparing  the  students  who  are  already  enlisted  in  the 
Marines,  the  Navy,  and  the  Army  Air  Corps. 

Our  chief  concern  continues  to  be  in  the  matter  of  enroll- 
ment. We  began  last  session  with  386  and  lost  only  about 
35 — a  very  remarkable  record.  We  have  today  55  freshmen 
enrolled  for  September.  It  now  appears  that  we  can  look  for 
150  old  men.  In  other  words,  we  are  facing  a  decreased 
number.  For  this  reiison  I  am  appealing  to  each  of  you  to 
interest  young  men  in  your  neighborhood  in  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

Not  all  is  trouble  even  in  these  days.  There  are  still  things 
to  encourage  and  strengthen  us.  Consider  this  quotation  from 
Mr.  Frank  Bowles,  the  man  who  examined  Hampden-Sydney 
for  the  Association  of  American  Universities,  and  who  is  now 
in  the  Navy  Department  in  Washington  : 

"Basically  the  Navii''s  problem  is  to  get  enough  good  offi- 
cers. They  hope  to  get  a  good  many  from  the  colleges,  but  to 
do  so  must  keep  them  in  college  until  they  can  mature  enough 
to  be  leaders.  The  more  promising  a  boy  is,  the  more  they  want 
him  kept  in  college.  They  do  not  care  greatly  whether  such 
a  boy  studies  physics,  Greek,  or  psychology,  as  long  as  he 
knows  trigonometry  and  the  principles  of  physics,  can  ex- 
press himself  in  English,  and  knows  some  American  history. 


They  do  want  their  men  to  be  in  good  physical  condition  and 
to  have  had  all  remediable  defects  taken  care  of. 

"As  you  can  see,  either  your  A.  B.  or  your  B.  S.  program 
would  do  the  job  as  far  as  the  Navy  is  concerned. 

"It  is  my  own  feeling  that  the  kind  of  boys  you  have  at 
Hampden-Sydney  will  be  topnotch  officer  material,  and  that 
the  kind  of  education  you  give  them  will  bring  out  the  best 
that  is  in  them." 

Another  thing  is  the  fine  results  of  the  AKmmi  Fund  for 
this  year.  894  alumni  have  contributed  $11,834.22.  This 
leaves  only  $1,429  yet  to  be  sent  in.  I  cannot  adequately  ex- 
press the  gratitude  of  the  college  for  this  timely  aid.  A  very 
special  request  is  made  of  every  manager  to  hold  his  job  at 
least  for  the  present  year.

Baccalaureate  Sermon 

THE  baccalaureate  sermon  was  preached  on  Sunday, 
May  24,  by  Doctor  John  Newton  Thomas,  of  Union 
Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Va.  College  Church  was 
comfortably  filled  and  the  congregation  heard  a  stirring 
message  to  the  graduates  of  1942.  Using  two  texts — Ecclesi- 
astes  I  :2  ;  Job  19:25 — Doctor  Thomas  vividly  contrasted  the 
two  views  of  life  as  set  forth  in  the  selections.  In  developing 
these  views  he  said,  in  part : 

"College  students  are  always  raising  the  question,  'What 
is  life  ?'  According  to  Ecclesiastes,  life  is  empty  and  meaning- 
less— 'vanity  of  vanities,  all  is  vanity.'  (Ecclesiastes  1:2.) 
No  doubt  the  somber  skies  of  the  present  day  tempt  us  to 
the  same  conclusion. 

"However,  it  was  not  misfortune  that  made  Ecclesiastes 
a  cynic ;  on  the  contrary,  he  tells  us  that  he  had  tasted  'the 
best  bliss  that  earth  imparts'  only  to  be  confirmed  in  his  view 
of  the  futility  of  life.  Such  has  always  been  the  case — cyni- 
cism about  life  has  never  been  the  product  of  the  external 
situation  alone.  A  buoyant  faith,  like  Job's,  in  the  worth  and 
meaning  of  life  is  often  silhouetted  against  the  sable  backdrop 
of  tragedy,  while  a  cynical  disparagement  of  life,  like  Ecclesi- 
astes, will  spring  from  the  rich  soil  of  prosperity. 

"The  real  cause  of  Ecclesiastes'  cynicism  was  his  lack  of  a 
truly  vital  faith  in  God.  The  God  in  whom  he  believed 
dwelt  in  the  hinterland  of  his  thought,  an  absentee  deity  who 
left  man  to  fend  for  himself  in  a  gray  and  chilly  world. 
Here  we  find  the  source  of  all  disillusionment  about  life,  in 
contemporary  as  well  as  in  ancient  thought :  as  faith  in  God 
grows  weaker,  faith  in  the  value  and  destiny  of  human  life 
also  fades  away. 

"But  just  as  it  is  true  that  to  see  the  world  without  God 
is  to  see  it  through  cynic's  eyes,  so  it  is  gloriously  true  that 
with  God  in  the  picture  confidence  in  the  basic  goodness  and 
meaning  of  life  springs  to  birth  in  the  darkest  hour.  Job 
held  to  this  confidence  in  the  midst  of  the  storm  while 
Ecclesiastes  was  a  cynic  in  the  sunshine,  and  the  factor  that 
spelled  the  difference  was  Job's  ability  to  cry:  'I  know  that 
my  Redeemer  liveth.'  When  we  can  say  that,  then  we  can 
front  life  with  a  robust  confidence  in  the  future. 

"I  wish  I  could  promise  you  blue  skies  and  smooth  sailing. 
I  wish  I  could  promise  you  surcease  of  'blood,  sweat  and 
tears.'  But  this  I  can  promise  on  the  basis  of  Jesus  Christ : 
(jod's  in  His  Heaven,  our  times  are  in  His  hand,  and  there- 
fore life's  worth  living." 


Meeting  of  Trustees 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  held  at 
3  P.  M.,  Monday,  May  25.  Aside  from  routine  matters, 
leave  of  absence  was  granted  to  certain  professors  now  in 
the  Service  and  provision  made  for  similar  consideration  for 
others  expected  to  be  called  to  the  army.  Doctor  Frank  S. 
Johns  was  reelected  President  of  the  Board.

President  Gammon  Confers  Honorary  Degrees 

At  the  Commencement  Exercises,  President  Edgar  G. 
Gammon,  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  conferred 
honorary  degrees  on  four  gentlemen  previously  selected  by  the 
Board.  As  he  delivered  the  diplomas,  President  Gammon 
gave  the  following  citations : 

"Bernard  Ashby  Mcllhany,  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1918, 
Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Cape  Cjirardeau, 
Missouri ;  leader  of  the  young,  devoted  minister  of  the  Gos- 


pel. I  now  confer  upon  you  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity' 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College." 

"James  Waddell  (jordon,  able  in  the  study  and  jiractice  of 
law,  successful  business  administrator,  consecrated  church- 
man. I  now  confer  upon  you  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College." 

"Carl  W.  Broman,  professor  at  Mary  Baldwin  College, 
accomplished  musician,  recognized  leader  and  inspirer  of 
\'outh.  I  now  confer  upon  you  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Music 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College." 

"Colgate  W.  Darden,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Virginia, 
soldier,  statesman,  inspiring  leader  of  men.  I  now  confer 
upon  you  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College." 

Governor  Darden's  Address 

L'sing  neither  manuscript  nor  notes.  Governor  Colgate 
^V.  Darden,  Jr.,  made  to  the  graduates  of  the  Class  of 
1942  what  the  Farmville  Herald  spoke  of  editorially  as 
"one  of  the  best  commencement  addresses  heard  in  this  section 
for  some  time."  Hard-hitting,  straight-talking  ex-marine  that 
he  is,  the  chief  executive  of  the  State  presented  hard,  cold 
facts  to  the  young  men  so  many  of  whom  are  soon  to  enter 
the  armed  service.  The  same  young  men  answered  the  Gov- 
ernor's speech  with  strong  applause  as  did  the  entire  audience 
that  filled  old  College  Church,  Tuesday  morning,  May  26. 

Governor  Darden  said,  in  part: 

"This  is  the  first  time  I  have  visited  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  one  of  the  great  institutions  of  this  country. 

"I  address  you  young  men  who  shortly  will  be  launched 
into  life,  whether  in  the  armed  forces  or  in  war  work  as 
civilians.  On  your  shoulders  falls  the  carrying  on  of  this 
war  and  afterwards  securing  peace  that  will  last  more  than 
a  generation.

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"I  remember  as  a  young  man  leaving  college  to  enlist  in 
the  armed  forces  to  help  'make  the  world  safe  for  Democracy' 
in  a  'war  to  end  war.' 

"Hollow  sounding,  indeed,  are  these  phrases  now,  yet  at 
that  time  they  seemed  possible  of  attainment. 

"In  the  first  World  War,  4,ooo,0(X)  American  men  were 
placed  under  arms,  and  2,000,000  of  these  were  sent  abroad. 
It  cannot  be  truthfully  stated  that  'America  won  the  war,' 
but  this  nation  undoubtedly  contributed  much  towards  break- 
ing Germany's  power  when  that  nation  made  its  last  great 
bid  in  the  spring  of  191 8. 

"After  the  war,  this  army  of  4,000,000  was  demobilized  to 
less  than  175,000,  and  we  refused  to  make  even  modest  con- 
tributions to  maintain  this  small  army  properly. 

"President  Wilson  believed,  as  I  think  millions  of  us  now 
believe,  that  only  through  concerted  action  of  nations  can 
peace  be  maintained." 

Governor  Darden  then  briefly  outlined  President  Wilson's 
"heart-breaking"  experience  in  Paris  at  the  drawing-up  of  the 
Treaty  of  Versailles,  and  the  President's  ardent  advocacy  of 
the  League  of  Nations. 

"France  wanted  security  from  aggression  by  Germany,  in- 
sisted that  the  Germans  withdraw  east  of  the  Rhine,  and 
only  upon  this  condition  acceded  to  entry  into  the  League  of 
Nations. 

"When  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  refused  to  ratify 
the  covenants  of  the  League  of  Nations,  this  meant  that 
France  was  left  alone  in  Europe  without  adequate  protection 
which  the  armed  force  of  America  could  give  her. 

"Then  the  United  States  sponsored  the  greatest  naval  dis- 
armament in  history. 

"Having  refused  to  join  the  League  of  Nations,  which, 
backed  by  adequate  armed  force,  might  have  been  the  means 
of  maintaining  peace,  then  we  largely  destroyed  our  strongest 
instrument  of  enforcing  peace — our  navy. 

"Under  the  Acts  of  Congress  of  1916  and  1918,  naval 
construction  was  under  way  to  make  our  navy  the  greatest 
naval  force  the  world  had  ever  known.  And  we  scrapped 
these  ships.],' 

Governor  Darden  said  the  Naval  Disarmament  agreement 
entered  into  between  the  United  States,  Great  Britain,  Japan, 


France  and  Italy  called  for  scrapping  battleships  and  aircraft 
carriers  down  to  a  ratio  of  five  for  the  U.  S.  and  Great 
Britain  and  three  for  Japan. 

"Japan  accepted  this  naval  ratio  and  agreed  to  help  main- 
tain the  open  door  for  China,  something  for  which  this  nation 
had  long  sought. 

"Japan  enacted  a  promise  of  us  not  to  fortify  our  island 
holdings  in  the  Pacific  beyond  Pearl  Harbor  and,  in  turn, 
agreed  not  to  fortify  her  island  holdings  there. 

"In  1925,  through  the  pact  of  Locarno,  Germany  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  League  of  Nations,  and  Great  Britain  and  Italy 
guaranteed  the  safety  of  France. 

"In  1926  an  attempt  was  made  to  reduce  the  great  stand- 
ing armies  of  Europe,  but  France  was  unwilling  to  agree  to 
this. 

"In  1928,  under  the  leadership  of  our  Secretary  of  State 
Kellogg,  the  LTnited  States  and  France  signed  the  Kellogg 
accord  which  outlawed  war,  and  which  was  afterwards  rati- 
fied by  80  nations. 

"From  1922  to  1929  the  United  States  did  not  even  keep 
its  navy  up  to  the  five  to  three  ratio  allowed  under  the  dis- 
armament agreement. 

"In    1934  Mussolini   made  demands  on   Ethiopia,   and   in 

1935  Italy  overran  Ethiopia  and  used  poison  gas. 

"The  League  of  Nations  was  called  into  session  and  after 
much  debate  ordered  sanctions  in  force  against  Italy,  'sanc- 
tions' which  limited  some  of  her  supplies  for  war,  but  which 
did  not  limit  all  of  them  and  did  not  prevent  her  taking  over 
Ethiopia. 

"In    1933    Hitler   came   into   power   in   Germany,   and   in 

1936  he  moved  into  the  de-militarized  zone  along  the  Rhine. 
"France  was  then   able   to  stop   Hitler,   but   France  did 

nothing  but  protest. 

"Then  civil  war  broke  out  in  Spain. 

"In  1938,  Premier  Daladier  of  France  and  Prime  Min- 
ister Chamberlain  of  Great  Britain  were  summoned  by 
Hitler  to  Munich  and  were  told  that  unless  they  agreed  to 
the  dismemberment  of  Czecho-Slovakia  there  would  be  war. 

"They  agreed  and  when  the  two  ministers  returned,  one 
to  Paris,  the  other  to  London,  they  were  acclaimed  by  their 
people  as  having  kept  them  out  of  war.

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"This  was  when  Chamberlain  said  to  the  British :  'I  have 
brought  you  peace  within  our  time.' 

"In  less  than  six  months  Hitler  overran  the  rest  of  Czecho- 
slovakia which  he  had  not  taken  under  the  Munich  agree- 
ment. 

"Then,  in  1938,  the  great  Democratic  nations,  Great 
Britain,  France  and  the  United  States,  started  to  arm  them- 
selves, and  Great  Britain  and  France  guaranteed  the  in- 
tegrity of  Poland. 

"In  the  autumn  of  1939,  Hitler  struck  at  Poland  and  de- 
stroyed it  in  six  weeks,  and  Great  Britain  and  France  de- 
clared war  on  Germany. 

"Then  Hitler  overran  Denmark  and  Norway,  and  later 
Holland  and  Belgium,  and  struck  down  France. 

"In  June,  1940,  there  stood  against  Hitler  only  the  in- 
domitable people  of  Great  Britain. 

"Less  than  a  year  ago,  making  the  same  mistake  that  Na- 
poleon made.  Hitler  struck  at  Russia.  And  the  real  test 
between  the  Germans  and  the  Russians  has  not  yet  been 
made. 

"On  December  7,  1941,  Japan  struck  at  us,  and  now, 
truly,  we  are  in  a  world  at  war. 

"There  is  no  peace  in  this  struggle  half  way  down  the 
road. 

"It  will  be  a  long  war — perhaps  many  months,  perhaps 
many  years. 

"If  we  are  to  survive  as  a  great  country,  if  our  institutions 
are  to  live,  the  hour  has  come  when  we  must  pay  the  price. 

"And  when  peace  comes,  only  behind  armed  force  are  we 
ever  to  be  secure  for  peace  beyond  our  generation."

A  Tiger  Over  Tokyo 

IN  THE  fall  of  1938,  a  very  tall  lad  named  Jack  Manch 
entered  Hanipden-Sydney,  from  Stamiton,  \'a.  He  soon 
was  a  popular  denizen  of  "Stagger  Inn"  and  a  promising 
candidate  for  basket  ball  glory  in  H.  Tucker  Graham  Gym- 
nasium. His  classmates  who  received  their  diplomas  this  year 
regretted  that  he  did  not  return  to  finish  with  them,  but  thev

and  others  claim  him  as  a  most  distinguished  Tiger  and  are 
thrilled  over  the  following  account  from  Jack's  home  town. 
Other  accounts  tell  of  the  awarding  to  young  Manch  and 
his  78  comrades  in  the  bombing  of  Tokyo,  on  April  18,  of 
the  Distinguished  Fhing  Cross  of  our  government. 

STAUNTON  MAN  IS  DECORATED  BY  CHINESE 

"Staunton. — Brigadier-CJeneral  James  H.  Doolittle,  who 
was  Higln  commander  on  the  American  bombing  raid  on 
Tokyo  and  other  places  in  Japan,  has  revealed  that  Lieu- 
tenant Jack  E.  Manch,  of  Staunton,  has  been  decorated  by 
the  Chinese  government. 

"In  a  letter  to  Captain  and  Mrs.  Martin  Cj.  Manch,  of 
Staunton,   parents  of  Lieutenant   Manch,   who  was   pilot  of 


one  of  the  planes  in  the  bombing  of  Tokyo,  under  date  of 
May  21,  General  Doolittle  wrote  the  Manches  here: 

"'As  you  know  he  (Lieutenant  Manch)  recently  com- 
pleted a  very  hazardous,  extremeh'  important  and  most  in- 
teresting flight — the  air  raid  on  Japan.  He  comported  him- 
.self  with  conspicuous  bravery  and  distinction.  He  was 
awarded  the  Distinguished  Flying  Cross  for  gallantry  in 
action,  and  also  was  decorated  by  the  Chinese  government.  .  . 
I  assure  you,  however,  that  everything  is  going  smoothly  with 
him.  .  .  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  Jack  is  well  and  happy 
although  a  bit  homesick.  .  .  I  am  proud  to  have  served  with 
Jack,  and  hope  that  I  ma\  ha\e  an  opportunity  to  serve  with 
him  again.' 

"The  letter  was  postmarked  War  Department,  Washing- 
ton, where  General  Doolittle  the  past  week  received  per- 
sonally from  President  Roosevelt  the  Congressional  Medal 
of  Honor."

Report  of  the  President  to  the  General 
Alumni  Association,  June  26,  1942 

As  IS  customary,  it  is  iny  privilege  to  give  a  brief  report  of 
,  the  activities  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  during 
the  past  year. 

I  must  plead  a  failure  to  have  rendered  much  active  service 
to  the  work  of  the  association  during  the  year.  However, 
advancements  have  been  made  in  every  phase  on  account  of 
the  untiring  and  devoted  interest  of  President  Gammon  and 
Alumni  Fund  Secretary  Charles  A.  Bernier. 

The  Alumni  Fund  exceeded  all  expectations  and  enrolled 
894  members,  who  contributed  $11,834.22  to  the  alumni 
work.  This  is  a  healthy  increase  both  in  number  of  con- 
tributors and  in  contributions  over  the  first  year's  operation. 
It  has  been  the  experience  of  the  alumni  funds  of  other 
colleges  that  the  second  year  shows  a  decrease.  This  was  not 
the  case  at  Hampden-Sydney.  And  even  in  the  face  of  ex- 
treme war  conditions  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  fund 
next  year  will  interest  even  more  alumni.  Dr.  Gammon  will 
give  a  more  detailed  report  of  this  activity  in  a  few  minutes. 

The  Record  has  continued  on  its  high  standard  and  main- 
tains the  interest  of  the  alumni,  because  of  the  excellent  work 
of  its  editor,  Robert  K.  Brock,  and  his  co-workers,  Dr. 
W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.,  our  Recording  Secretary,  George  L. 
Walker,  Dr.  Flggleston  and  others.  A  friend  who  has  the 
opportunity  of  seeing  many  alumni  publications  recently  said 
to  me  that  the  Hampden-Sydney  Record  was  the  best  publi- 
cation of  its  kind  to  come  to  his  desk.  I  think  it  is  that  and 
more. 

During  the  year,  Hampden-Sydney  has  become  a  member 
of  the  American  Association  of  Universities,  in  recognition 
of  its  high  standard  of  training.  In  1934,  Dr.  H.  Wallace 
Blanton,  then  president  of  this  association,  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  alumni  that  the  college  was  not  a  member 
of  the  American  Association  of  Universities  and  urged  that 
steps  be  taken  to  qualify  it  for  membership.  This  has  been 
in  the  minds  of  the  administration  since  that  time  and  we 
are  happy  that  this  goal  has  been  achieved. 

The  alumni  individually  have  contributed  many  books  to 
the  library  during  the  year,  even  though  the  association  made 
no  drive  in  this  direction.  The  need  for  books  was  stressed 
in  The  Record  and  through  this  medium  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation has  contributed  to  the  cause  of  the  library.  It  has 
been  announced  recently  that  the  General  Education  Board 
has  appropriated  $15,000  to  Hampden-Sydney  for  the  library, 
which  will  go  a  long  way  toward  rebuilding  this  most  im- 
portant part  of  the  college. 

Instituting  what  is  hoped  will  be  an  annual  affair,  the 
Alumni  Association  tendered  a  banquet  to  the  senior  class 
this  year  at  Longwood.  President  Gammon  explained  the 
purpose  and  organization  of  the  alumni  fund  to  the  seniors 
and  a  permanent  organization  was  .set  up  by  this  class.  We 
take  this  opportunity'  to  welcome  toda\'  the  Class  of  '42  into 
the  (leneral  Alumni  Association. 

During  the  year  meetings  were  held  b>'  21  of  the  23 
chapters.  Each  meeting  was  visited  by  President  Ciammon 
and  some  member  of  the  college  administration  or  faculty. 
Active  interest  in  the  work  of  the  college  was  evidenced  at 
each  of  the  chapter  meetings. 

The  progress  of  the  Association  this  year  was  due  in  large 
measure  to  the  efforts  of  the  Alumni  Fund  Secretary  Charles 
A.  Bernier,  who,  as  you  know,  has  been  called  to  the  Uni- 
\ersitv  of  Alabama  as  Director  of  Alumni  affairs.    His  work 
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here  was  outstanding  and  we  wish  for  him  continued  success 
in  his  new  field.  His  influence  and  active  interest  in  every 
phase  of  Hampden-Sydney  and  the  Alumni  Fund  will  be 
greatly  missed. 

In  conclusion,  I  feel  that  the  work  of  the  Ahuiini  Associa- 
tion has  made  steady  progress  during  the  year  through  the 
loyal  cooperation  of  the  individual  alumnus,  the  chapter 
secretaries  and  the  untiring  work  of  Dr.  Gammon,  Mr.  Ber- 
m'er  and  others.

Rev.  Howard  C.  Cobbs, 
"Host  of  the  Stable" 

THE  pastor  of  the  Forest  Hill  Presbyterian  Church,  Rev. 
H.  C.  Cobbs,  '34,  has  turned  a  barn  into  a  community 
house  for  the  Red  Cross.  It  seems  that  the  Church  owned 
an  old  dilapidated  barn  on  the  back  part  of  the  Church  lot. 
The  congregation  had  funds  with  which  to  buy  materials 
for  the  repairs,  but  not  for  paying  for  the  labor  needed. 
Mr.  Cobbs  proposed  to  his  people  that  they  should  do  the 
work  themselves.  The  response  was  enthusiastic  and  gener- 
ous. A  bricklayer,  an  electrician,  some  carpenters  and  other 
artisans  offered  their  services  free  of  charge.  Thus  the  Forest 
Hill  Church  now  has  a  comfortable  and  commodious  place 
for  the  church  school,  the  men's  Bible  classes,  fellowship 
meetings  and  other  church  purposes.  Besides,  the  use  of  the 
building  was  offered  to  Red  Cross  workers,  and  "at  present 
four  separate  sewing  units  have  headquarters  in  'The  Barn,' 
as  the  transformed  building  is  still  called."  The  newspapers 
carried  pictures  of  the  old  building  as  it  was,  of  the  new 


The  Roanoke  Meeting 

The  Roanoke  Times  of  .April  25th  carried  the  following  account  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  alumni  the  evening  before. 

.'Mumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  meeting  at  the  Hotel  Patrick 
Henry  last  night,  heard  Dr.  lidgar  G.  Gammon,  president  of  the  College, 
tell  about  the  problems  facing  the  institution  as  a   result  of  the  war. 

IN  GOOD  SHAPE 

Dr.  Gammon  said  the  College  expects  to  be  able  to  meet  such  problems 
as  reduced  enrollment  and  loss  of  faculty  members,  and  added  that 
at  the  opening  of  the  current  session  "things  were  in  unusually  good 
shape." 

Since  the  war,  he  said,  the  enrollment  has  dropped  from  384  to  335 
students,  and  the  college  has  instituted  naval  training  courses  Vi, 
V;  and  V6.  Most  of  those  who  have  dropped  out  of  school  have  en- 
tered the  armed  services. 

Dr.  Gammon  said  that,  while  no  faculty  members  have  been  lost  so 
far  to  the  armed  forces,  he  expects  several  will  be  called  to  active  duty 
in  the  near  future.  The  College,  however,  has  lost  its  athletic  director 
and  football  coach,  Herman  (Red)  Smith,  and  its  assistant  coach, 
Herbert  Bracket,  both  of  whom  have  entered  the  navy  physical  fitness 
service. 

The  College  hopes  to  replace  the  coaches  next  session,  he  said. 

HACKMAN  NOT  CONSIDERED 

After  the  meeting  Dr.  Gammon  was  queried  by  a  reporter  about 
published  reports  that  J.  S.  (Buddy)  Hackman,  assistant  coach  at 
Roanoke  College,  is  being  considered  for  athletic  director  at  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

"There  is  absolutely  nothing  to  it,"  he  replied.  "As  a  matter  of  fact, 
I  have  never  met  the  gentleman." 

The  College,  Dr.  Gammon  told  the  alumni,  is  participating  in  the 
accelerated  higher  education  program  and  will  conduct  a  summer 
session  from  June   15th  to  August  29th. 

Dr.  T.  .Allen  Kirk,  president  of  the  Roanoke  Alumni  Chapter,  pre- 
sided at  the  meeting,  which  was  in  the  form  of  a  supper.

Charles  H.  Hitchings,  President  of  the  Norfolk  Chapter,  presided 
over  the  meeting.  Those  ser\'ing  on  a  committee  with  the  president 
in  arranging  the  meeting  included  l*"rank  Moore,  "Mike"  Hughes, 
Clarence  Robertson,  Dr.  White  and  Dr.  Squires. 

The  meeting  was  well  attended  by  about  35  enthusiastic  alumni. 

In  Dr.  Gammon's  address  he  gave  the  alumni  interesting  facts  con- 
cerning the  past,  present  and  future  of  Hampden-Sydney,  telling  of 
the  material  improvements  which  have  been  made  at  the  College 
during  the  past  year  and  of  the  effects  the  present  world  crisis  is  having 
on  Hampden-Sydne\'.  Dr.  Gammon  stated  that  the  man  with  a  cul- 
tural education  is  needed  now  and  will  be  needed  even  more  so  in  the 
post-war  period.

He  spoke  to  the  Conference 
a  few  minutes  and  extended  to  them  fraternal  greetings  from  the 
-American  Methodists.  He  is  now  stationed  on  an  island  off  the 
coast  of  Australia  and  has  to  speak  French  to  the  people.  "Chick" 
says  no  one  can  realize  the  need  for  a  chaplain  for  the  men  so  far 
from  home  and  friends." 


Necrology 


The  Richmond  Times-Dispatch  of  June  9,  1942,  announced  the  death 
of  Beverley  Purnell  Eggleston,  '09,  aged  51.  He  was  the  son  of  Hon. 
D.  Q.  Eggleston  of  the  Class  of  1877,  and  was  brother  of  Samuel  D. 
Eggleston,  '08,  and  of  Judge  John  W.  Eggleston,  '06,  of  the  Court 
of  .Appeals  of  Virginia. 

Carl  Whiting  Bishop,  '07,  aged  60,  died  June  16,  1942,  after  an  ill- 
ness of  three  weeks.  He  was  a  distinguished  archaeologist,  fellow  at 
Har\'ard  Uni\■ersit^';  professor  at  Columbia;  .Assistant  Curator  of  the 
Museum  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  F'or  more  than  twenty 
years  he  had  been  connected  with  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  engaged 
in  archaeological  research  in  Central  America  and  in  Japan,  China 
and  Korea.  .A  recent  book  containing  some  of  the  results  of  his  work 
has  been  highly  praised  in  scientific  circles.  Our  friend  was  the  elder 
brother  of  Leon  J.  Whiting  Bishop,  '10,  of  Richmond,  and  he  was  the 
father  of  John  S.  Bishop  of  the  Class  of  1937,  a  young  man  highly 
esteemed  as  a  student  here,  whose  life  of  bright  promise  ended  in  1938. 

Mrs.  Helen  Price  Holladay,  wife  of  Dr.  Lewis  Holladay  of  the  Class 
of  1890,  died  at  her  home  in  Orange,  Va.,  May  17,  1942.  The  associa- 
tion of  the  Holladay  family  with  Hampden-Sydney  College  has  been 
close  ever  since  the  late  Professor  Lewis  Littlepage  Holladay,  entered 
here  in  1849.  His  name  will  be  remembered  and  his  memory  will  be 
cherished  as  long  as  any  of  his  former  pupils  live.  His  son,  his  son- 
in-law,  his  nephews,  his  great-nephews,  his  grandsons  have  been  stu- 
dents of  the  College;  a  kinsman.  Rev.  .Albert  L.  Holladay,  was  elected 
President  of  the  College  in  1856,  but  died  before  he  was  inducted  into 
office.  Dr.  Lewis  Holladay,  of  whose  affliction  we  write,  was  a  nephew 
of  our  professor.  For  more  than  forty  years  he  has  faithfully  and  suc- 
cessfully ministered  to  the  physical  ailments  of  the  people  of  Orange; 
he  and  his  charming  wife  have  been  prominent  in  the  social  and  Christian 
life  of  the  town,  where  the  doctor  has  served  as  elder  and  pillar  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church.  Three  of  their  sons  have  been  students  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney: Henry  Thompson,  '22,  Lewis,  Jr.,  and  James  Porter 
(both  of  the  Class  of  1927).  The  gracious  lady,  whose  presence  adorned 
the  home,  will  be  sorely  missed.  To  the  bereaved  family  The  Record 
extends  sincere  S}'mpathy. 

Judge  John  E.  Nottingham,  one  of  the  leading  citizens  ot  the  Eastern 
Shore  of  Virginia,  died  at  his  home  at  Franktown,  Va.,  on  May  23,  1942. 
He  was  prominent  in  civic  and  religious  circles,  and  had  been  Judge  of 
the  31st  Judicial  Circuit  since  1930.  One  of  his  three  surviving  sons 
is  Ensign  Charles  D.  Nottingham  of  the  Class  of  1940,  now  in  the 
U.  S.  Navy. 

A  member  of  our  student  body,  of  the  Class  of  1944,  John  Holcomb 
Woodson,  Jr.,  was  drowned  near  Alexandria,  Va.,  on  May  24,  1942. 
Surviving  are  his  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Holcomb  Woodson. 

William  Edward  Smith,  Jr.,  aged  14  years,  son  of  Dr.  W.  E.  Smith, 
22,  of  Farmville,  Va.,  died  at  a  Hospital  in  Richmond,  Va.,  June  i,  1942. 
He  was  a  promising  lad,  an  active  member  of  the  Methodist  Church, 
and  a  useful  and  interested  Boy  Scout.  Twenty-seven  Boy  Scouts 
attended  the  funeral  services  in  uniform  and  acted  as  honorary  pall- 
bearers.

Tribute  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
to  B.  S.  Oliver

in  the  recent  death  of  B.  S.  Oliver.  For  more  than  fifty  years  he  served 
the  College  as  repairman  and  superintendent  of  the  college  buildings  and 
equipment.  His  work  was  efficient,  his  duties  were  carefully  performed, 
his  every  task  conscientiously  done.  He  was  skillful,  he  was  energetic, 
he  was  faithful. 

His  love  for  the  College  was  strong  and  constant;  his  pride  in  its  history 
and  its  achievements  was  unbounded;  his  faith  in  its  work  and  its 
future  was  unwavering. 

He  was  a  son  of  the  College  only  by  adoption,  but  no  son  in  fact 
ever  held  it  in  greater  respect  or  reverence.  His  devotion  to  it  and  his 
interest  in  it  and  all  its  acti\'ities  were  known  and  spoken  of  wherever 
Hampden-Sydney  men  gathered.  Every  student  knew  him  and  he 
was  every  student's  friend.  His  was  that  fine  type  of  loyalty  that 
held  when  the  prospect  was  dark  as  well  as  when  it  was  bright.  No 
Hampden-Sydney  team  was  ever  deserted  by  him  whether  it  was  riding 
to  victory  or  going  down  in  defeat. 

He  was  a  genial,  happy  friend  to  the  students;  a  staunch  and  loyal 
friend  of  the  College;  a  cherished,  well-remembered  friend  of  the  alumni; 
a  Christian  gentleman  and  a  fine  influence  in  all  his  associations. 

This  Board  expresses  its  sympathy  to  the  students  and  alumni,  who 
will  greatly  miss  him,  and  to  his  family  who  mourn  the  loss  of  a  devoted, 
high-minded  husband,  father  and  counsellor.
